The screening is being do ne under the amendments 
to the Pure Fo o d, Drug and Co smetic Act o f 19 6 2, 
which required manufacturers to submit substantial 
ev idence suppo rting therapeutic claims. Befo re 19 6 2, 
o nly pro o f o f safety was required. 
The study is being do ne under an $8 34,000 co n­ 
tract giv en by F.D.A. to the Natio nal Research Co un­ 
cil. Dr. J ames L. Go ddard, co mmissio ner o f F.D.A., 
who predicted the ban o n 10 per cent o f the drugs 
under study , said that so me family fav o rites hav e 
sto o d the test o f time, but may turn o ut to 
be less

Faced with th e necessity p f raising tax es to meet 
essential services, Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller, widely 
regarded as th e p otential liberal Rep ublican candidate 
for President, warned th at th e nation migh t h ave 
reach ed a p oint wh ere th e p eop le’s ex p ectations for 
moro government services were outrunning th eir abil­ 
ity to p ay for th em. 
“Unless government at every level ex ercises re­ 
straint. th ere could lie disastrous results created, with 
far more h uman suffering th an we are trying to 
eliminate in th e p rograms we are carrying out at 
h ome and abroad,’’ Rockefeller said. His th esis was 
th at we h ave reach ed a limit to tax ing with out affect­ 
ing th e strength and growth of our economy and th e 
increase in .job op p ortunities. 
Noting th at Britain h as been forced to devalue 
th e p ound, Rockefeller said th at th e dollar was under 
p ressure, th at th e United States was oversp ending 
abroad, th at it was losing gold, th at it suffered fro m 
inflation and th at th e Federal budget deficit 
co uld 
be as h igh as $30 billion. He said th at every 
state 
in th e country’ faced a budgetary gap and that lo cal 
governments suffered from th e same p roblem. 
It was time th at someone of th e Governor’s stature 
sp oke for th e tax p ayers. 
In a sense. Rockefeller 
p ointed out, it’s time to balance our h op es and our 
asp irations with th e realities of life. We must face 
th e fact th at government, just like a family, can’t 
sp end way beyond its income for very long with out 
weakening its credit and with out undermining its 
strength . We h op e th e budget makers on all levels 
will h ave th at very much on th eir minds th ese days 
as th ey go about p rep aring th eir 19 68 ex p enditures. 
Even th ough Rockefeller’s warning smells of clever 
p olitics for a p residential election year, it still is good 
advice.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 8 — 
Governor George Romney of 
Mich igan went abroad for a 
month to get first h and im 
p ressions about th e world situ 
ation wh ich would h elp h im in 
h is camp aign for th e Rep ub 
lican p residential nomination. 
But h e didn’t come back with 
th e recommendation th at th e 
United States get out of Viet­ 
nam. Wh ile h e made some 
suggestions, h e did not veer 
from th e basic p rincip les of 
President Joh nson's foreign 
p olicy. 
Th is is a significant occur­ 
rence. Too many critics h ave 
jump ed to th e conclusion th at 
th e American p eop le not only 
want to p ull out of th e war 
but are willing to do it on a 
"p eace at any p rice” basi« r 
and toss aside th e sacrifices 
made by th e men in th e 
armed services of th e United 
States. 
Th e V i e t n a m 
p roblem 
ch anges in some resp ects all 
th e time, and p ublic op inion 
p olls sh ow a growing number 
of 
citizens th ough 
by 
no 
means a majority w h o would 
be content with any kind of a 
p eace. 
Governor Romney acknowl­ 
edges th at Vietnam is "th e 
single most consuming issue 
th rough out th e world." 
He 
says h e made it clear every­ 
wh ere on h is trip th at "th ere 
would be no lessening of our 
determination to find a satis­ 
factory settlement as a result 
of th is year’s election th ere 
would be no abandonment of 
Vietnam." 
Th e Mich igan governor veri­ 
fied wh at h as been rep orted 
before th e fact th at, wh ile 
American p restige is still a 
p lus among th e p eop le of oth er 
nations, it is declining in some 
areas. 
"All of th ese p roblems, of 
course," h e added, "are com­ 
p lex and difficult to solve. 
Th ere are no easy answers. 
But it is clear th at current 
American p rograms and p oli­ 
cies are not meeting th em." 
Mr. Romney did not, h ow­ 
ever . ex p lain wh at h e would 
do if h e h ad command of 
America's foreign p olicy. All 
h e said was th at th e United 
States needs "a global for­ 
eign p olicy w-h ich is more co­ 
h esive and less dominated by 
ex p ediency." He was refer­ 
ring, to be sure, not only to 
American 
military 
involve­ 
ments 
abroad but 
also to 
foreign aid p rograms, as h e 
remarked: 
"We need to define and 
commit our resources on a 
more selective and less wh ole­ 
sale basis. We must insp ire 
confidence rath er th an resent­ 
ment. and we must encourage 
self-sufficiency rath er th an de­ 
p endence abroad.” 
President 
Joh nson 
would 
agree with every word of th is, 
and declare th at th is h as been 
and will continue to be h is 
objective. 
Wh at th e Romney analysis 
p roves as oth er p olitical fig 
ures wh o h ave visited Vietnam 
also discovered—is th at th e 
United States, h aving inter 
vened in th at area, cannot 
abandon its allies and must 
p ursue its commitments until 
th ere is some assurance of 
security for indep endent na 
tions in South east Asia. 
Generally 
overlooked, 
of 
course, is th e fact th at th e 
Vietnam war is not an isolated 
affair but is p art of th e world 
wide situation. Many of th e 
organizations wh ich "demon­ 
strate'' ch oose to ignore th is 
as well as th e role being 
p layed by both Red Ch ina and 
th e Soviet Union. Th ese two 
communist governmenti

resp onsible for th e Vietnam 
war and for th e crisis in 
South east Asia. If th e United 
States doesn’t get some guar­ 
antees wh ich will th is time be 
resp ected, th e result will be 
th e same as wh at occurred in 
1954, wh en th e major nations 
agreed on a p rogram of p eace 
for th e area only to h ave it 
undermined gradually th ere­ 
after th rough th e mach ina­ 
tions of th e Reb Ch inese and 
th e Soviets. 
Th e ^ch ig an governor's re­ 
m ark’s on h is arrival in th is 
country were restrained. In 
h is p rep ared statement, wh en 
h e turned to domestic p rob 
lems, h e emp h asized, as h ave 
many critics, th e ill effects of 


inflation and th e trouble in 
wh ich th e American dollar 
finds itself today. 
It is constructive and use­

Capetown Doctors Lead 
World in Medical Feats

GAPE TOWN, South Africa

nouncement Dec. 3 that its doc­ 
tors 
had 
performed 
history's 
first 
human 
heart transplant 
surprised millions around the 
world. 
How. it was asked, could such 
a small country have beaten 
iuch medically advanced 
na­ 
tions as the United states in car­ 
rying out this feat. 
.The answer 
lies 
largely 
in 
years of research by specialists 
working as a team, the dedica­ 
tion and skill of the individual 
specialists and the high stand 
a rd of all sections of the team . 
All the doctors acknowledge 
that in other parts of the world j 
there are specialists at least as 
proficient as they are. But they 
doubt that any other hospital 
has put together a team with 
the same excellence as theirs. 
‘One must say that our sur­ 
geons, anaesthetists, physicians, 
theater nurses, ward nurses and 
the others who make up the 
team are all first class,” said 
Dr. M arthinus C. Botha, one of 
the key figures in tile Dec. 3 
transplant on Louis Washkansky 
and the Jan, 2 transplant on 
Philip Blaiberg. 
“Of course, there may be as 
good. conceivably even latter, 
in other parts of the world. But 
in Cape Town, every member of 
the team is of worid class,” he 
said 
Even De. Christiaan N. Bar­ 
nard. the brilliant heart surgeon 
who leads the team, says he is 
not the only one who could do 
the jot) 
There are other surgeons in 
my team who could perform the 
operation.” he said 
He vs nut competent to do the 
operation alone he said. and re­ 
lies heavily on tile other speci­ 
alist members of the group for 
advice.

Russo-U.S. Incidents 
End with Tough Words 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
American and Soviet diplomatic 
files are crammed with harsh 
accusations and strong protests 
exchanged in .many years of

incidents 
But neither superpower ever 
has gone beyond tough words. 
Both know a small incident 
could mushroom into a serious 
clash of arms. 
So it appears likely the latest 
fuss—over alleged U.S 
bomb 
damage to a Soviet freighter in 
Haiphong Harbor- will sputter 
out 
without 
major 
military 
consequences. 
The 
Soviet Union protested 
formally Thursday night that 
U.S. warplanes dropped bombs 
the same day near the 3,726 ton 
freighter 
Tereyaslavl-Zalesskiy 
while the ship was unloading 
flour. 
The Soviets called it a "pirati­ 
cal attack.’’ 


Without confirming the Soviet 
version, the United States re­ 
plied that any damage which 
might have occurred "was inad- 
vertant and is regretted by the 
U.S. government." 
This was the third such Soviet 
claim since early J u n e- and 
the third time the United States 
h.is expressed regret, together 
with assurances it desires to 
avoid repetitions of such inci­ 
dents. 
Although the Defense Depart­ 
ment refused comment on any 
actions being taken, sources in­ 
dicated U.S. pilots would be re­ 
minded emphatically that they 
are expected to make every ef­ 
fort not to strike Soviet or other 
foreign ships in Haiphong Har­ 
bor. 
The main reason the Hai­ 
phong dock area and anchored 
shipping remained off-limits to 
American bombers is that U.S. 


policy makers fear the bombing 
or rocketing of Soviet vessels 
might force 
the U.S.S.R. 
to 
take a more direct hand in the 
Vietnam War. In their protest 
note the Soviets hinted they 
might arm freighters entering 
the war /one, a move which 
observers say might lead to 
a direct clash between attack 
ing U.S. planes and Soviet ves­ 
sels. 
In a statement issued by the 
Pentagon Friday night, Phil G. 
Goulding, assistant secretary of 
defense, said all Navy pilots 
taking part in air strikes in the 
Haiphong area last Thursday 
"were briefed on the foreign 
shipping in the harbor and were 
instructed to avoid endangering 
those vessels." 
Goulding noted the presence 
of heavy antiaircraft 
activity 
"demanding evasive action."

tion is made at 10:30 p.m., PST. 
The landing is planned for Tues­ 
day night 
Controllers radioed an initial 
direction change Sunday after 
noon and said the operation 
went well. 
The course adjustments were, 


necessary because the booster 
rocket that powered the 2,288 
pound vehicle from Cape Kenne 
dy, Fla., early Sunday aimed R 
at the crater Hipparchus, 1,000 
miles north of Tycho. 
U.S. space agency scientists 
had designated Hipparchus as 
the target but then decided the 
Tycho region was better suited 
to the mission’s goal of sam­ 
pling subsurface material. Be­ 
cause it is a newer crater, the 
soil ejected when Tycho was 
created has had less time to be 
changed by erosion. 
Engineers figured it would be

to

Surveyor’s 
course in flight than to rebuild 
the booster’s electronics. E ar­ 
lier Surveyors have required 
only one course correction.

Jet Propulsion lab spokesman 
said Hie spacecraft is aimed at 
a “relatively smooth but still 
damned rough’’ piece of terrain. 
The unmanned flight is to be 
the last lunar mission before 
man makes the trip, perhaps 
next year. 
Previous Surveyors have in­ 
vestigated four primary lunar 
landing areas and proved them 
safe for manned 
expeditions. 
Die Surveyor 7 mission is pure­ 
ly scientific.

Proper Toys Help Infants 
Babies are such special crea 
tures that their arrival into the 
world usually triggers kindly 
grandparents, indulgent fathefs, 
doting aunts, and well wishers 
into showering the infant with 
an avalanche of toys. 
And toys are certainly impor­ 
tant to baby: 
he learns through 
play, with toys serving as the 
tools which help him m ake the 
most of his capabilities. How­ 
ever, says Phyllis W. Barlow. 
Extension H o m e Economist, 
there is really only one toy an 
infant 
is 
equipped 
to enjoy 
during his first three or four 
months. All the cuddly animals, 
squeaky rubber items, and even 
the traditional rattle might best 
be stored at the start. 
The experts believe that a 
child’s very first toy should be 
a brightly colored mobile that 
can be seen and followed with 
his eyes, because the first motor 
control he shows is eye move 
ment. He will enjoy a dangling, 
bright object—no baby pinks or 
blues — for some time, just 
watching it before he learns to 
grasp it. 
At three or four months, how 
ever. baby discovers his hands. 
Now is the time to bring out 
cradle gyms, 
with bars and 
rings and homemade dangles 
like wooden rings and plastic 
bracelets attached to the top of 
the crib. Little bells, attached 
to the dangles, tinkle when pul­ 
led and make even more ex 
citing the adventure of learning 
how to grasp. 
It's time. too. for rattles— an 
array of them in various colors, 
shapes, 
and sound 
will help 
stim ulate baby’s interest. One 
piece molded rattles are safest: j 
if there are separate parts, they 
should be tested to make sure 
that 
they 
don’t 
come 
apart 
easily. 
j 
Rubber squeeze toys are excel ! 
lent — especially 
those 
with 


arm s, legs, and tails to grasp. 
It is wise to avoid the kinds 
with m etal whistles that are 
dangerous because they can be 
pushed out or may fall out with 
use. Toys with the sound mech 
anism vulcanized permanently 
into place are safest. 
When 
baby 
is 
about 
six 
months old, he'll like soft dolls 
and cuddly anim als to hug and 
pat. And as soon as he is able 
to sit up. he ll want rubber, plas 
tic, or cloth balls to push and 
reach 
for. 
Teethers 
go 
for! 
teething rings and strings of 
beads to bite. And company in 
the bath is always welcmoe — 
especially when it s a bright, 
floating toy. 
Baby, though, may show- an 
interest for almost everything 
in his reach. Anything he is al­ 
lowed to grasp should meet 
these requirem ents: 
• lightweight — because his 
muscles are tiny, 
• brightly colored — because 
he 
can't 
distinguish 
subtle 
shades. 
• varied textures—to develop 
his sense of touch, 
• smooth edged —to protect 
tender skin, 
• large to avoid being swal­ 
lowed. 
• varied sounds—to develop 
hearing, and 
• varied shapes -fo r learning 
forms. 
And because babies love to 
test their gums and approaching 
teeth on anything, it is vital that 
everything within his reach— 
especially his toys — be clean 
and sanitary. 
Toys made from today’s multi­ 
tude of plastics are easiest to 
keep clean. Plastics.along with 
rubber and wood toys, should 
be 
thoroughly 
scrubbed 
with 
soap or detergent at least as 
often as baby himself is bathed. 
A piece of waterproof adhesive 
placed over any holes will pre­ 
vent w ater from seeping inside. 
Soft cuddly toys vary to wash­ 


ability methods. Most of those of 
foam rubber or Dralon(a new. 
nylon based synthetic m aterial) 
can be washed by machine, but 
some are best subm erged in 
sudsy 
water and washed by 
hand. 
Those with a heavier stuffing, 
such ax mohair or kapok, should 
be surface - washed — using a 
brush covered with dense "d ry ” 
suds, 
then 
rinse - wipe 
with 
a clean damp cloth or sponge. 
When the stuffed anim als or 
doll has a plush or furry finish, 
adding fabric softener to the 
final rinse will leave a soft, 
silky, unmatted finish. 
Toys with "slipcovers" are 
very easy to keep clean. Just 
remove the cover, wash it in 
warm or hot suds (depending 
on the fabric), then rinse and 
pull it into shape for drying. 
While 
still 
damp, 
press 
the 
cover with a warm iron and fit 
it back over the toy. 
For any toy, it is best to read 
the 
m anufacturer’s 
label 
for 
washing instructions. 
And be 
sure to wash all of baby's toys 
often—especially when handled 
by visitors to make playtime 
both the happiest and the health­ 
iest time.
